She enuld not 
quiotly witnoss the overthrow of her ally 
without injury to her own prestige ; while 
a change in tho balance of power in 
Fastern Asia would involve very acnsiblo 
damago to English intoresta. It is clear, 
thoreforc, that in al! authoritative quarters 
in London there is a sincere wish that
